Newsure, N. Y., Nov. 20.—Tne hurricane 
was disastrous in ite effects here. It was the 
heaviest blow experienced in thirty years. The 
steamer Syracuse, with twenty-cight boats 
m tow, Gragged her anchors, and much 
of the lumber on the boats was swept 
overboard.

victory for Tammany. Finding no candidates 
of their qwn in the field, Republicans are 
more apt than ever to stay away from the 
polls, leaving others to“ fight it out among 
The Republican Press and 
speakers are not at home m appealing to 
their accustomed audiences and constituen- 
cies in behalf of men whom their own pri- 
mary meetings or conventions cannot or will 
not indorse. The upshot of the matter is a 
general apathy on the part of that organiza- 
tion, whatever it is, that has formally quit- 
ted the field; and even when indrvidual 
members of the party undertake to “ choose 
among two evils,” they do so without that 
shoulder-to-shoulder spirit and lively frater- 
nal interest which, time out of mind, have 
been the justification of all organizations, 
political and other. 

Do we advise, then, that siriet party sup- 
port of Republicans shall in all cases—even 
the most desperate—be exacted? Not at-all. 
Such a conclusion does not follow from these 
premises. What we maintain is, that the 
organization of Republicans shall not bemade 
to suffer by any expected smallness of the 
Republican vote. Let Republicans act to- 
gether in the election, as they shall together 
determine. If it beto support. their own 
candidates, let them do so with a will. Hf, in 
certain cases, they think it wise te adopt an 

ti-Tammany or other desirable candidate, 
let them-do that. But, whatever they do, 
they should so do -as to let their power 
be acknowledged and felt. If such shall be 
their policy, instead of having a “mere 
choice of evils” offered, wherever it is clear 
that the Republicans cannot elect their own 
men, they will at least have sueh candidates 
presented to them as the Republican organi- 
zation as a whole need not be ashamed to 
support. And we have yet to learn that it is 
less effective to throw the full strength of a 

great organization in any given- direction

The Ducling Mania in France. 

The revival of dueling in France, or rather 
its imerease—for it ‘has never died out— 
which has been one of the most striking so- 
cial phenomena of the last few years, and 
especially of the last two, turnishes a good 
illustration of the influence of the Court on 
manners. Dueling during Lous Pan- 
LIPPe’s reign, was, on the whole, uncommon. 
The King was a quiet, inoffensive old gen- 
tleman; his family and imtimate friends 
were as unostentatious and simple in their 
tastes as he was. The literary element pre- 
dominated in the Court circle. The Minis- 
ters were, for long years, gentlemen to whom 
the rapier and pistol were as unfamiliar 
weapons as the scalping knife or slung-shot. 
Moreover, they were either men of irre- 
proachable morals or too timid and unenter- 
prising to poach in well-watched preserves. 
The Princes, it is true, were of military 
tastes and habits, and one or two had won 
distinction in the field, but they Jooked on 
war as a science rather than a pastime, and 
‘were really rather military students than 
professional soldiers. Moreover, the political 
‘world was composed in the main of bour- 
geois—that is of ‘rich traders and manufac- 
turers, to whom dueling has been in all ages 
a radiculous practice. “A man of business,” 
in fact, never has his affairs in such a condi- 
tion as to justify him in having himself killed 
at twelve hours’ notice. His partners, cred- 
itors and employes or correspondents have 
all claims on him which would render his 
fighting unjust, evén if it were not danger- 
ous, or rather unjust because it is danger-

With. Lovuts Naporteon there came in a 
new breed of courtiers and politicians. Many 
of the Emperor's immediate followers were 
not only military men, but military adven- 
turers, men, too, for whom even the army" 
was a little straightlaced, and who were 
almost all what the French call Viveeus, and 
we, “fast men.”

So seen oan a 


BPemele Suffrage, Tried and 
Wanting . 

We believe that the town of Nottingham, 

in England, has eartied the distinction of 

being the first where a considerable body of

female voters have had the privilege of ex-. 


ercising the electoral franchise. The occa- 
sion was the election of municipal officers, 
and the result has not been so satisfactory 
as could*have been wished. As usual, in 
English provincial towns on such occasions, 
the briberv was open and shameless. A jour- 
nal, usually well-disposed to the assertion of 
female rights, reports that “the women 
voters were, unfortunately, the most brib™ 
able section of the eléctors,” and proceeds 
to explain the apparent anomaly by remark- 
ing, that “ women know less of politics than 
men, and care less for the minute shades of 
pohtics. They are more absorbed in their 
families, and realize. more intensely the ad- 
vantage of a few shillings for family use.” 
The conclusion, reluctantly arrived at, is, 
“that the addition of women to the roll of 
municipal electors, in the present state of 
their political edupation, is likely to be, as 
it proves at N am, @ pure addition to 
the money-extorting power.” 

Due caution must be observed in accepting 
the result of this first experiment as a cru- 
cial test of the fitness of the feminine voter. 
It is but fair to remember that Nottmgham 
has long been notorious among English 
towns as a hotbed-of bribery.; The party 
who id secure the suftrages of the “ free 
and inilependent ” voters must first solve the 
great financial problem, “What will you 
stand f” and then success is certamm. On the 
present occasion the Liberals were able to 
pay $6 a vote, while their Conserva- 
tive opponents could only bid $8; so that 
their victory ensued as a matter of course’ 
To the average Nottingham elector the vote 
is an article 6f merchandise, and nothing 
more, and the fact that the women of the 
borough ‘have not come out immaeulate 
from their first practical test, merely shows 
the difficulty of raising oneself above the 
entire tone and practices of a surrounding 
society steeped in political corruption:

Disendowment ‘has been forced on the 
Australian Province of Victoria in rather a re- 
markable way. Something like an impartial en- 
dowment of the religious sentiment was attempt. 
ed there, when, in 1884, an sunual sum of $350,000 
in gold wae set aside ‘for buildings for public 
worship, and for ministers of religion,” to bée ap- 
plied according to the relative numbers of each 
denomination. So long as the grant was divided 
among tlie various Christian sects, there were 
but few dissensions. Presently the Jews came 
forward to claim their joint and lawful share, 
which it was impossible to deny them. Finally, 
however, the Chinese iinmigration gave rise to @ 
demand for a grant on bebalf of the Josshouses 
of the Celestials, This was more than the peo- 
ple could tolerate, so, having resolved to draw 
the line at Buddhism, they came to the inevita- 
ble conclusion of discontinuing concurrent en™ 
dowment altogether.

Nothing is more common in case of fatal 
run-over accidents, especially on railroads; than 
for juries. to assume, almost as. a matter of 
course, that the driver is to blame, and pass 
their verdict accordingly.
